EXECUTIVE REPORT 


Our apologies for the long delay in getting this issue of KEWA out to the 
membership. For many reasons, including the lack of a research article, production has 
been delayed. Some of the other reasons for keeping us pre-occupied with matters other 
than the production of KEWA are discussed below. 


To begin, the Executive regrets to inform the membership that the Southwestern 
Ontario Archaeological Office of the Ministry of Culture and Communications is closing. 
Details of this closing are not available at the writing of this newsletter, although it 
appears that Ian Kenyon will be moving to Toronto, Development Review activities will 
temporarily continue from London, and the Ministry of Transportation's southwest 
archaeologist, Paul Lennox, will likely continue using 55 Centre Street for the next 
while. This obviously effects the Chapter and the membership, and several concerns are 
raised. First, even if Paul does maintain use of 55 Centre Street, this incident 
underscores the need for the Chapter to be less dependent on that building. Therefore: 


THE LONDON CHAPTER NEEDS A NEW HOME!!! 


The Chapter Executive is currently looking for a new location from which to operate. 
While we are tracking down leads, we also appeal to the membership to give a thought 
to. possible locales. What the Chapter currently needs is a permanent home - a new 
office at which we can store our files, back issues of KEWA and occasional 
publications. We would also use such a place to hold our executive meetings, and 
produce the newsletter each month. That means the Chapter needs a place that can be 
accessed after hours or on weekends, as schedules require. This place should also have a 
mailing address. It is difficult to sell publications, develop projects or solicit new 
members if our mailing address changes once or twice a year. Finally, this place also 
needs to be in or near the City of London. If you have any ideas, please let us know. 


A more critical result of the closing of the Ministry's Southwest Archaeological 
office, effecting everyone, will be the loss of an important center of activity and 
clearing house of information and contacts for the archaeological community in this 
region. For the Chapter this means that we will have to rely on the support and 
assistance of the remaining archaeological institutions in London to fill the gap created 
by the loss of the regional office. The University, Museum, consultant companies and 
highways field office will all be formally approached in the next few weeks in order to 
solict support by providing the Chapter with articles for its newsletter, opportunities 
for members to volunteer (in the field or in the lab), as well as more direct support, in 
the way of individuals who can help edit the newsletter, who can twist the arms of 
collegues for articles, etc. For the London Chapter, 55 Centre Street had been a place 
from which to tap into both the professional and avocational community to keep the 
Chapter active. With that gone, the local membership, both professional , and 
avocational, will be needed to help fill the gap.
